Remarks 



1. Claims 1 and 4 have been amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 
second paragraph by deletion of the phrases the Examiner believes are vague and indefinite. 

2. Claims 1-3 have been amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Hammond. The claims have been amended to distinguish 
Hammond by reciting that the support legs bear against the sole. 

3. Claims 1-6 have been amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Fortin. The claims have been amended to distinguish Fortin by 
reciting that there is only a single concave right support leg and only a single concave left 
support leg overlying the sole. 

4. Claims 1-6 have been amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Krajcir. The claims have been amended to distinguish Krajcir by 
reciting that there is only a single concave right support leg and only a single concave left 
support leg overlying the sole. 
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It is believed the application is in condition for a Notice of Allowance to issue which 
action is respectfully requested.
